A Profession For Gitte That le “Quite 
ply a sae" 


The “lady ntiree” is the newest Eng: 
lish profession for girls. They already 
have “lady cooks” over there, and 
“lady writers” and “lady typists.” but 
the “lady nurse” is a novelty. 

The chief advantage of the lady 
nurse's position, explains one advocate 
of the new profession, is that the “nec- 
essary training is short—one year-- 
and the career long.” 

Girls can begin directly apon leaving 
school and if really suited to the work 
will find little difficulty in obtaining a 
position on account of their youthful- 
ness. Thus at least two years’ time 
and expense are saved, perhaps more, 
for even after prolonged training in 
some professions girls are still viewed 
doubtfully as “too young” for the work 
they have chosen. Then, a hurse may 
continue at her post longer than most 
people—indeed, as long as she is able— 
for the duties are not exhausting, and 
an elderly nurse can always command 
assistance, consideration and numer- 
ous privileges. 

This is all from the point of view of 
the workers, but there are the employ- 


ers, too, surely deserving or considera-. 


tion. Last, but not least, there are the 
children. It must be obvious that all 
three classes concerned benefit by the 
existence and increase of lady nurses, 
and the day is near when any ignorant 
girl will no longer be considered a fit 
companion and guide for childhood, 
when training and even culture will 
be recognized to be every bit as im- 
portant in the nursery as in the school- 
room. The opening for lady nurses 
is undoubtedly one to which many wo- 
men will have to fly as other profes- 
sions grow increasingly difficult. Here 
is one which no one will dare to wish 
to wrest from us, even duriag this 
heated warfare over women’s work— 
what it is and what it shouldn't be. 
There has not yet arisen a_ voice 
amid the many strange assertions to 
declare that the_care of children fails 
to come within the sphere of culti- 
vated women—if not the care of our 
own little ones, them that of other 
people’s.

New Jelly Strainer. 

The accompanying photograph shows 
an improved jelly strainer that may be 
made with a few sticks of wood.

MADE OF WOOD AND FEL‘. 

This strainer is simply a large piece 
of felt tacked to a frame.

SOME HOME REMEDIES. 


To heal an open cut apply alum wa- 
ter twice a day. Powdered rosin is 
also good, Pouud it well in a clean 
mortar or wooden bowl and when Well 
pulverized place in a sterilized pepper 
pot and sift it upon the wound. Put a 
soft cloth over the cut and occasionally 
wet it with coid water. This will pre 
vent inflammation and soreness. 

For a severe sprain of the ankle im- 
merse as soon as possible in hot water 
—as hot as it can be borne—and keep 
it there for twenty to twenty-five min- 
utes, adding more hot /water as it cools. 
After removing from the water band- 
age tightly in cloth wrung out in hot 
rum. Repeat this every two hours the 
first day, then twice a day till the an- 
kle is well. 

To cure sleeplessness take a cupful 
of hot Indian meal gruéi just before 
retiring. Sip it slowly,

THE VALUE OF ‘GEMS. 


Sapphire and Ruby Worth More Than 
the Diamond. 

There is a popular belief that the 
diamond is the most valuable of pre- 
cious stones, but the belief is a mis- 
taken one under ordinary circum- 
stances,. The relative commercia! value 
of the finer stones is about as follows: 
Rating an. emerald of a certain size 
as worth $100, a diamond of the same 
size wonld be worth $150, a xapphire 
$300 and a ruby $450. You «eve, there- 
fore, that the sapphire and ihe ruby 
are both more valuable than the dia- 
mond. 

Perhaps it might interest the young 
people to know of what the principal 
precious stones are composed. The 
diamond, as they already know, is 
pure carbon crystallized. Sapphbires, 
which term inclydes the true sapphire 
and the oriental ruby, emerald, topas 
and anethyst, are pure alumina col- 
ored by the rust of different metals. 
The opal, the red amethysts and the 
agates are silica. Among the agates 
are included carnelian, the chalceddiy, 
the onyx, the sardonyx and the blood- 
stone. The true emerald and the true 
topaz, which are different from the 
oriental emerald and the oriental to- 
pas, are formed partly of alumina and 
partly of silica. The term “oriental” 
as applied to precious stones does not 
refer to the east, but is only a tech- 
nical word meaning “very fine.”—Chi 
cago News.

Kaffirs Hold Large Tracts on Which 
Kraals Are Located. 
The Kaffirs own land all over South 


ue x ma ge eo 
longs e , sv to the 
rights of the en, and the 


chief ha’ no right to séll or trade it 
away. Im Southern Rhodesia the na- 
tive commissioners. assign the land for 
huts and grazing, .givingeach kraal 
60 much. When Ceoil Rhodes died 
he ordered that the natives on his 
farms be undisturbed, and huge 
blocks of Governtnent lands have been 
set aside for agriculture in different 
parts of Rhodesia. In Natal some- 
thing like 8,000 acres were transferred 
to a trust more than fifty years ago, 
and this trust was to give all the 
rents and profits from it to one tribe. 

A few years later another native 
trust was given two million acres, and 
this is still administered for the 
Kaffirs of Natal. Within the last few 
years the native lands have been 
fenced off from those of the Euro- 
peans, and the boundaries between 
the tribes define’. In that colony 
about one-half of the negroes live; 
native lands have been fenced off from 
$5 to $25 per hut to the owners of 
their farms, which consist of from 
1,500 to 5,000 acres ench. One of these 
farms will have a group of natives up- 
on it and the group will be governed 
by its hereditary chief or headman. 
Every kraal will cultivate from five 
to ten acres of land, and the remain- 
der is used for grazing in common. 

I had a good chance to see some- 
thing of the wilder Kaffirs during my 
stay in Matabeleland and Bechuana- 
land, and I also met strange tribes 
who are allied to them in Northwest- 
ern Rhodesia. Nearly all the natives 
live in what are known as kraals. 
These are little mud_ villages, sur- 
rounded by mud walls or fences of 
brush. 

Among the Zulus these kraals are 
circular in shape, with the cattle pen 
in the centre and the huts running 
around it. In Matabeleland they are 
somewhat irregular, and in other re- 
gions they are built like a horseshoe 
with a cattle kraal near the opening. 
The cattle are herded during the day- 
time and are always kept in the 
kraals at night. 

The kraal usually contains all the 
houses of the village. These are of 
different shapes, in different locali- 
ties. In Matabeleland they consist of 
a frame-work of twigs woven together 
and plastered with mud, and in Zulu- 
land they are thatched down to the 
ground. In manv parts of Rhodesia 
the houses are made of a framework 
of sticks, smeared with the clay from 
the white ant hills. This is a natural 
cement and is used for all sorts of 
buildings. In that countrv the ne- 
groes have granaries of mud and they 
also make pigeon houses of it and 
put them on high poles to protect 
the birds from the wild animals and 
dogs. The ordinary granary is the 
size of a hbgshead or larger. It has 
a hole in: one side, which is stopped 
up with clay after the grain is put in. 
In Zululand the grain is kept in huge 
baskets inside the huts. 


. Ti-To's: Gratitude. 

The House of Commons has witness- 
ed many strange scenes recently, but 
even the Suffragettes were outdone 
by the spectacle of eight fierce Madin- 
go warriors. who hailed from the hin- 
terland of Sierra Leone and who were 
a short time ago engaged at Toy City 
and Fun Fair, Farl’s: Court, visiting 
the mother of Parliaments in all their 
bravery of grass petticoats (frilled like 
a ballet-dancer’s skirt), war blankets, 
and spears. They were headed by 
their chief Ti-To, who since his arriv- 
al in England has been searching, 
like Japhatt in search of a father, for 
the Right Hon. John Burns. He had 
no malignant motive, however, 
against the- President of the Local 
Government Board. On the contrary, 
he wished to shake hands with him, 
and express his thanks and deep grati- 
tude to the right hon. gentleman who, 
it appears, had saved the life of Ti- 
To’s father many years ago on the 
Gold Coast, when John Burns was an 
engineer. The member for Battersea 
on that oceasion plunged into a sherk- 
infested sea to rescue the man. The 
President of the Local Government 
Board, although somewhat surprised 
at the apparition of the dusky war- 
riors, had a long conversation with 
Ti-To. . He examined his face and 
those of his followers for their tribal 
marks, and expressed his satisfaction 
that they were genuine denizens of 
the “white man’s grave.” The Madin- 
gos were greatlv impressed with the 
Throne-room, where they made low 
obeisance to the throne, The pic- 
tures greatly interested them, and 
they shonted their ‘war cry’? when 
the paintings of Trafalgar and Water- 
loo were explained to them. 


Queen of Beauty. 

The recent romantic marriage of 
Lord Walsingham in his sixty-six 
year recalls the romantic story of his 
first wife, who died two years ago. 
She was famed for her beauty through- 
out Europe, and married when only 
sixteen Lord Burghersh, son of the 
Earl of Westmorland. She was left 
a widow, however, in about two years, 
and afterwards married the Duc de 
Santo Teodora, an Italian noble. She 
went to reside in Naples, where she 
was the acknowledged Queen of 
Beauty. Her granddaughter, the 
Princess Teano, is also noted for her 
gdod looks. Finally, in 1877, she 
married Lord Walsingham. As many 
readers are no doubt aware, Lord 
Walsingham shares with Ear! de 
Grey the distinction of being the 
finest shot in England.

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Millions Unemployed in Britain 

According to the Man ent Com- 
mittee of the General Federation of 
Trade Unions in Great Britain more 
than 7,000,000 persons . are suffering 
hardship and want on account of hard 
times-' Ten per cent. of the 5,000,000 
skilled workers in the country are 
wholly or partially unemployed. For 
every! skilled worker out of employ- 
ment |two unskilled men are without 
work. Each idle workman represents, 
it 1s estimated, a family of five. 

The federation calls upon union men 
to refuse to work overtime in any 
trade or shop which happens to be 
extra busy. Engineering trade unions, 
with a membership of 159,363, report 
12 per cent. unemployed, while ship- 
building unions, with a membership 
of 60,631, have 25.2 per cent. of their 
members out of work. Other trades 
show similar returns.

FOXES HAVE SCALES. 


A Naturalist Compares These Ani- 
mals With the Reptiles. 

K. Toldt, a Viennese naturalist, says 
that foxes have scales as well as hair 
upon their skins. From this he argues 
that they have descended froin ances- 
tors bearing horny skins, like the arma- 
dillos and the ant eaters. 

Every one who has examined a rat 
closely knows that its tail is scaly 
throughout its length. Those who are 
familiar with wild boars know also 
that there are parts of their bodies on 
which there are distinct scales. Wher- 
ever the scales are found on these 
creatures with hairs as well, these 
hairs grow in tufts at regular inter- 
vals between the scales. As this form 
of growth is often found in animals 
which have po scales it is believed 
thut when it exists {t proves origin 
from a race which once bore scales. 

Especially is this true of the fox. If 
bis skin be examined closely it will be 
found that the bairs are arranged in 
groups of three bunches, each bunch 
containing fourteen or fifteen hairs, 
and that the skin has the appearance 
of that of a scaled ant eater from which 
the scales have been plucked. Under 
the microscope it looks scaly. Herr 
Toldt says the fox is one of the mam- 
mals that can be most correctly com- 
pared with the reptiles, being of a 
primitive and very slightly specialized 
type although famous for its cunning.

She took a 
large country plece at Inverness last 
symmer, which was sumptuously fur- 
nished, the wells being draped with 
the Gordon plaid. She had four mot- 
or cars. The story of her death is 
generally disbelieved, although her 
parents have offered $100 for the re- 
covery of her body. 

The disappearance and the family’s 
secrecy are causing endless specula- 
tion. 


THE ENGLISH UNEMPLOYED. 


Treasure-Hunting Is Suggested as a 
Possible Remedy. 


To solve the unemployment problem 
in England the curious suggestion is 
made to organize a big scheme for the 
recovery of the treasure lost by the 
English King John Lackland of Mag- 
na Charta fame ‘n the Lincolnshire 
quicksands nenrly 700 years ago. At 
arecent meeting of the Society of Anti- 
quaries at Cambridge (says the Lon- 
don correspondent of The New York 
Sun) W. H. St. John Pope, vice-presi- 
dent of the Royal Archaeological So- 
ciety, presented an exact reconstruc- 
tion of the King John’s fateful jour- 
ney. The pier most trustworthy 
chroniclers of thé time agree that the 
catastrophe took place in the Well 
Stream, a sea arm which connected 
with the Wash; the: bay which separ- 
ates Lincolnshire from Norfolk. 

On. Oct. 11, 1216, King John, after 
raging furiously up and down England 
in his interminable quarrels with his 
barons, marched out of King’s Lynn, 
Norfolk, where the townsmen had pro- 
pitiated him with rich gifts. Three 
or four thousand knights and cross- 
bowmen were with him, also a long 
train of wagons and pack horses. 

This baggage traim was to take a 
short cut across the Well Stream, 
which was fordable at low tide and 
provided a path five miles long over 
unstable sand to Long Sutton, where 
John with his horsemen would await 
its arrival. The convoy had only got 
half-way across when the tide set in 
with unexampled fury and engulfed 
them all, man and beast. 

What was quicksand in 1216 is firm 
ground in 19b8, reclaimed by diking 
and draining. In the wagons was the 
plunder of half a kingdom and the 
royal treasure of a king. It is certain- 
ly worth recovering. 


An Ancient Ceremony. . 


The quaint ceremony of electing a 
deputy-mayor in a belfry, a custom 
dating back to mediaeval times, was 
observed in the tower of the parish 
church at Brightlingsea. Having 
climbed a steep spiral staircase of 
stone, the jurats, or electors, estab- 
lished themselves in the belfry, and 
the chair was taken by the retiring 
deputy. Four new freeman’ were 
elected, from each of whom the an- 
cient fee of 11d. was exacted. The 
Rev. Arthur Pertwee, who is ‘‘Recor- 
der,” was unanimously chosen as 
deputy-mayor, and took the antique 
oath of allegiance to the King and 
state. He also undertook “if any 
harm be pretended to this member of 
Brightlingsea,”” he would give knowl- 
edge and warning thereof. Bix ‘‘assist- 
ante” were appointed, their oath bind- 
ing them to undertake the ‘“‘punish- 
ment and reformation of all disorder- 
ly and unruly persons.” The new 
deputy was then handed his robe and 
chain of office, the latter formed of 
golden oysters and silver sprats, with 
a seal attached, said to be one of the 
largest opals in the United Kingdom 
Included in the insignia was the har- 
bor master’s staff a century-old wand 
of the special constable type, ‘‘with 
which to comprehend all vargom per- 
sons,” as the formula runs.

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E popular and pretty marcel 
wave is said to be bad for the 
hair, 

Numerous * complaints have 
been made of injury and even of 
permanent harm done to the hair by 
constant use of this method, 

In every case, this has been traced 
back to the use of heat, the same 
cause which leads to falling hair with 
users of curling irons. There are 
many ways to marcel the hair with- 
out the use of fire. 

Among these are the kid, ribbon or 
other artificial curlers, the employ- 
ment of curling lotions, and the new 
hairpin and string methods. 

We will treat of these iast modes 
first. 

The hairpin curling is illustrated in 
one of the photographs accompany- 
ing this article. 

The hair is first parted in the mid- 
dle, and divided into small strands. 
For each of these a thin wire hair- 
pin is used. , 

Pass the strand through the bend of 
the hairpin, and then twist it down 
its length, plaiting it, as it were, 
first with one side and then -with the 
other. 

When all the hair has been wound 
upon it that the pin will hold, twist 
its ends upward to hold the strand 
secure, and proceed to the next. 

The string and paper method is al- 
most as simple. 


BRAIDING WITH STRING 


A long string is tied tightly to a 
small] roll of paper, which is then 
held closely against the scalp. The 
hair has, as before, been divided into 
strands, a 

Each strand is then separated 
three parts 


into 
and is plaited, the piece 
of string in each case being plaited 
with one of the sections. 

When braided to the end, the string 
is drawn upward, pulling the hair with 
it, and is tied again around the paper. 

Two or three hours will accomplish 
the marceling by either of these meth- 
ods, though the effect is better if the 
hairpins or strings are left on all night. 

Even tight braiding in innumerable 
“Topsy” plaits will wave the hair over 
night. This, however, takes a good deal 
of time and patience. 

A better way for the busy woman is 
to use the regular kid or ribbon curlers, 
or one of the many patent wooden or 
metal ones. 

To secure a large, loose wave, sim- 
ply tie a wide ribbon tightly about the 
hair near the top of the head before 
retiring. In the morning there will be 
one deep wave about the middle of the 
pompadour and another further up on 
the back hair. 

There are several good curling prepa- 
rations. Quinceseed, for instance, 
makes an excellent one, and is of es- 
pecial value to those whose hair is af- 
fected by the weather. It is prepared 
by mixing a tablespoonful of bruised 
quinceseed with a pint of hot water. 
The water is poured over the seeds 
and the whole allowed to stand for sev- 
eral hours. 


CURLING SOLUTIONS 


The resultant. mucilage may then be 
thinned with a few drops of essence of 
violet. The hair is moistened with the 
fluid before curling. 

A solution to keep the hair curled is 
made as follows: 


Gum arabic..............++e0e 1 ounce 
Good, moist suger % ounce 
Pure hot water % pint 
Aloghol .....s--+6-+ ° 2 fluid ounces

Sal ammoniac.,...........-- 6 grains 


The last two should be dissolved im the 
alcohol before admixture. Lastly, add 
enough water to make the whole measure 
one pint. Perfume with cologne or laven- 
der. Moisten the hair with the fluid béfore 
putting it in the papers or curlers 


This is too strong a solution to be 
@pplied repeatedly, as it would surely 
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have a destructive effect on the hair 
follicles, Therefore, it should not be 
too frequently used, and not at too 
short an interval. An occasional use, 
however, ig Practically harmless. 

A curler which will marcel the hair 
without the use of any other means is 
made with the following ingredients: 


Potassium carbonate........ 12 grains 
Ammonia water....... 1 fluid dram 
AlpoOhol ......ccrcrecsceccccces 12 fluid drams 


Rosewater, enough to make 16 fluid ounces 


In using this preparation, moisten the 
hair with it, adjust it loosely and it will 
curl upon drying. 

A child's hair may be trained to wave 
naturally by constantly brushing it in 
a backward Mrection. After childhood, 
however, this is ineffectual, except 
where the hair falls out after a fever. 

Sometimes the beauty of a carefully 
waved coiffure is spoiled by the little 
“scolding locks’' that grow around the 
top of the neck and over the ears, 
Touching these with the quinceseed 
curler, %r with a little sugar water, 
will transform them into dainty and 
attractive curls. 

It may thus be seen that there are 
“a thousand and one’ ways of waving 
and marceling the hair without heat. 

While this is so, it is hard to under- 
stand why any woman should prefer 
the use of irons, whieh break the hair 
and dry it so that its growth is re- 
tarded. 

It is in every way better to wave the 
hair by one of these natural and sim- 
ple methoda, and there can be no doubi 
that the effect is just as attractive, if 
not more so, than when the hair is 
marceled in the usual manper,

Consumptives. 


It mre consolation to needy oon- 
sumptives to say that the Government 


should make vision for the thous- 
ands who and die from tuber- 
culosis in Canada every yea 


r. 

The Government should do a great 
deal more than they have yet dreamed 
of — But they are not doing it 
and in the meantime twelve thousa: 
die annually in the Dominion, from 
this dread disease. 

As the situation is today, what 
would be the fate of many consump- 
tives in Oanada were it not for the two 
Howes for Consumptives in Muskoka 
that during the t eleven years, 
against man cada, have cared for 
upwards of t thousand patients in 
the earlier stages of the disease, 
whilst in the two sister institutions, 
on the banks of the Humber, those in 
the more advanced stages are treated. 

This work in Muskoke is one of pure 
philanthropy. From the day the first 
aaa was admitted to the Muskoka 

“ree Hospital for Consumptives in 
April, 1 not a single applicant has 
ever been refused admission because of 
his or her inability to pay. 

The Government contribute $1.50 
per week per patient. The cost of 
maintenance is $9.25 a week, The 
difference in the cost of maintenance 
of all needy patients has through these 
years been made up by private philan- 
thropy. 

The Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Association, Mr. J. 8. Robertson, 347 
King Street West, Toronto, writes us 
that, with the financial depression of 
the past year, the funds of the Muskoka 
Free Hospital for Consumptives have 
sufferet greatly. At the comimence- 
ment of the winter season the Trustees 
have to face a heavily overdrawn bank 
account and have many obligations to 
meet. 

Despite these financial worries every 
applicant is receiving careful consider- 
ation and patients are admitted as 
promptly as beds are made vacant. 

Allthrough these years the institu- 
tion has been maintained, not by any 
rich endowment, for such does not 
exist, but by the generouscontributions 
of the inasses of the people—the small 
sums rather than the large ones. 

We frankly say that we donot know, 
in our experience, of a more worthy 
and deserving charity, and our hope is 
that the readers of these lines will 
respond to the appeal thatis now made 
for fands for the Maskoke Free Hospi- 
tal for Consuimptives.

CANADA’S POOR CON- 
SUMPTIVES. 


A Story more Touching than anything 
from the Pen of the gifted 
lan Maclaren. 


In the current issue of the Door oF 
Hops, published by the National Sani- 
tarium Association, 347 King Street 
West, Toronto, a page is given over to 
letters received from the many persons 
fron all parts of the Dominion seeking 
admission to the Muskoka Free 
Hospital for Consumptives, 

Seldom have we read anything more 
athetic. Here, for exainple, isa letter 
rom a physician in Creemore, Ont., 

asking for the admission of a patient 
by the name of Morrison. He says :— 

‘*I would like to urge strongly pon 
Hag the great claims of this patient. 

ie has no home—mother dead— father 
working as afarm laborer, The boy has 
been living with an unmarried uucle— 
no housekeeper—work, cooking, etc., 
being done by the uncle. The boy has 
absolutely no place to go where he 
night be given any reasonable care, 
und he can get none where he is.” 

Another case is from Thorold. 
Johnston Weldon writes :— 

‘*Tama young married man, twenty- 
three years of age. For several years 
( have been sick, but always able to 
keep my feet. Now I have come to 
the time when I cannot work, and 
cannot get medicine without means. 
My lungs are affected, and Iam writing 
now to see if you can get me into the 
Muskoka Free Hospital for Consump- 
tives. My young wife is here, and 
her parents yes kindly opened their 
doors to her if I go away.” 

Just one more of the many we might 

uote. This is from a physician in 
Oampbellford, Ont. He writes :— 

“T have a patient suffering from 

ulmonary tuberculosis, who has heen 
aid off work for about three months 
now-—was in hed part of that time, but 
latterly both bis pulse and temperature 
have kept down and his weight going 
up, He is the only support of the 
family —noother, crippled father, and 
younger brother, but his neighbors are 
trying to raise a small amount of 
money to help him.” 

We have sometimes thought tha- if 
Tan MacLaren. who has given to us the 
character of Dr. McClure, were alive 
to-day that in letters such as these he 
would find material for a book move 
touching and pathetic in many parts 
than his Bennie Briar Bush. 

Tt is on behalf of cases like these, of 
which there are scores resching the 
Secretary of the Sanatorium erevy 
week, that the Muskoka Free Hoxpital 
for Consumptives makes its appeal 
to-day for funds, 

Thig institution has not atany time, 
since its doors were first opened in 
April, 1902, refu-ed a single patient 
because of the applicant being unable 
to nav.

Doge Tax Notice. 


1. The Mayor and Council of 
the Town of Lacombe enacts as 
follows: 


Every owner of a dog or bitch in 
the Town of Lacombe shall annu- 
ally on or before the first day of 
May in each year procure the same 
be registered, numbered, de- 
srcibed and licensed for the periods 
hereinafter mentioned in the office 
of the Inspector of the said Town. 
and shail cause the dog or bitch to 
wear around the neck a collar, to 
which collar: shall be rivetted a 
metallic plate having raised, cast 
or stamped theron the words “La- 
combe Dog Tax” and the figures 
indicating the year for which the 
license has been paid, together 
with a number corresponding with 
the number which the said dog or 
bitch is registered in the books of 
the Tnspector. Every such owner 
shall pay for such license, metallic 
plate and registration for each doy 
the sum of one dollar and for each 
bitch two dollars and every such 
license shall ‘expire on the 30th 
day of April in each year.
